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THE  PIED  PIPER  OF  HAMELIN  is  an  old  German  folk- 
tale, first  published  as  part  of  the  fairy  tales  collected  by  the 
Brothers  Grimm.  It  is  unusual  in  that  the  story  is  specific- 
ally dated  and  placed— Hamelin  in  1284.  In  the  original 
tale  the  Ratcatcher  (Piper)  appears  twice  several  weeks 
apart,  first  in  “a  coat  of  many-colored  cloth,”  the  next  time 
on  June  26  as  “a  huntsman  with  a frightening  face  and  a 
strange  red  cap.”  He  took  children  over  4 years  old  only, 
130  of  them,  through  the  East  Gate.  The  only  exceptions 
were  two  children,  one  blind  so  he  could  not  point  out  the 
place  where  the  children  had  gone,  the  other  mute  so  he 
could  not  tell  the  story.  Robert  Browning,  in  his  celebrated 
and  familiar  poem,  had  the  children  settle  in  Transylvania. 
He  also  substituted  a lame  boy  for  the  children  who  came 
back— because  he  reportedly  wrote  the  poem  for  a little 
lame  boy. 

Our  play  is  based  on  the  Grimm  story,  with  a few  changes, 
as  presented  each  year  in  a pageant  in  Hamelin,  Germany.
